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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on March 22, 2012 has been entered. 



Response to Amendment 

2. This office action is responsive to the "Request for Continued Examination" received on 
March 22, 2012. Claims 1-22 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claims 1, 17 & 18 filed on August 26, 
201 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 



Claim Rejections 
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4. In light of the amendments presented, Examiner withdraws the 103 rejections for claims 
1-22. In view of the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) claims 1-22 are now considered 
to be allowable subject matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

6. The following is Examiners statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1, 7, 
9 & 1 1 uniquely identify the distinct features of an image processing apparatus for transmitting 
and receiving data to/from an external apparatus that has a storage apparatus, the image 
processing apparatus comprising: 

a first data acquiring unit that acquires image data to be subjected to image processing; a 
storage unit that stores the acquired image data; 

a transmission unit that transmits the acquired image data to the external apparatus so that 
the acquired image data is stored in both the storage apparatus thereof and the storage unit: 

a judgment unit that judges, prior to commencement of the image processing, whether the 
image data is stored in the storage unit; 

a second data acquiring unit that acquires the image data from the external apparatus if 
the judgment unit judges negatively; 

and an image processing unit that executes the image processing using the image data 
stored in the storage unit if the judgment unit judges positively, and executes the image 
processing using the image data acquired by the second data acquiring unit if the judgment unit 
judges negatively . 
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The closest prior art made of record with regards to the Examiner's 103 rejections 
includes: Ueda (US 6,538,764 B2) in combination with Hino (US 7,268,902 B2) and further in 
view of Kajita et al. (US 6,069,706) and Iwazaki (US 6,687,742 Bl).
